war, where he served for three 
years. He liter seré@d as a marine 
engineer On tramp steamers, cover- 
ing many of the trade routes of 
the world. 


In 1904 he came to Canada, first 
homesteading in the country to the 
west of here, near Bottrell, later 
moving into Crossfield, where he 
engaged in the dray and coal bus 
iness. He was married in 1910 and 
until the death of Mrs. Lewis last 
September, their home was one of 
the most delightfully hospitable 
gathering places in the communitv, 
both being active in all local affairs 
and well liked by the entire district 


Mr. Lewis again enlisted in the 
service of hiscountry in 1916 and 
setved in France till the end of the 
war, afterwards returning to Cross 
field where he resumed his former 
business and w as also appointed 
Police Magistrate, a position which 
he filled for some years, dispensing 
justice with dignity and satisfaction 
to all concerned. 


Mr. Lewis has been associated 
with nearly all the district activi- 
ties during his long residence here, 
having occupied all the positions 
in the Masonic Lodge, is a Past 
President and former Secretary of 
of the Old Timers’ Association, a 
former President of the Canadian 
Legion and Church Warden of the 
Anglican Church for over 25 
years. He was also Secretary of the 
Crossfield School Board for many 
years and is a member of the Board 
of Trade. 

No one will be more missed in 
the community than Mr. Lewis, 
but following Mrs. Lewis’ death in 
September he felt that he would like 
to return to his old home in Wales 
and he recently disposed of his 
home and interests here. He leaves 
with the best wishes of the Cruss- 
field District and the hope that he 
may enjoy many active and useful 
years in his old isome and the 
assurance that a warm. wel- 
come would await him, should he 
rerurn to Crossfield at any future 
date.

The World 
of Wheat 


Rv H.G.L. Strange 


For many years there has been 
a@ common belief that Futures 
Trading, or what is commonly 
called speculative buying and sell- 
ing, influences prices rise or to fall. 

Cornell University in 1924 in- 
vestigated the results of 34 years 
of speculation in wheat, and the 
Food Research Institute of Cal- 
ifornta in 1931 published a very 
complete study covering 41 years 
of speculative trading in wheat. 
The Research Department of the 
Searle Grain Company made an 
investigation of daily wheat prices 
from 1929 to 1937 to determine 
whether Futures trading or Spec- 
ulation had influenced prices, and 
submitted this to the Turgeon 
Commission in 1937. None of these 
investigation revealed the Futures 
Trading or speculation had influ- 
enced prices,
